Have received a telegram from Governor 
Yuan (of Shantung), dated 23d day of this 
moon (July 19), who, having received from 
the Privy Council (at Pekin) a dispatch em- 
bodying an imperial letter to the President 
of the United States, has instructed 
transmit it to your Excellency. 

aperial Message to McKinley. 

“The imperial message is respectfully 
transmitted as follows: 

„ The Emperor of China to His Excel- 
lency the President of the United States. 

„ Greeting: China has long maintained 
friendly relations with the United States 
and is detply conscious that the object of 
the United States is international commerce, 
Neither country entertains the least sus- 
picion or distrust towards the other. Re- 
cent outbreaks of mutual antipathy between 
the people and Christian missions caused the 
foreign powers to view with suspicion the 
position of the imperial government 96 fa- 
vorable to the people and prejudicial to 
the missions, with the result that the Taku 
forts were attacked and captured. Conse- 
quently there has been clashing of forces 
with calamitous consequences. The situa- 
tion has become more and more serious and 
critical, We have just received a telegraphic 
memorial from our envoy, Wu Ting Fang, 
and it is highly gratifying to us to learn 
that the United States government, having 
in view the friendly relations between the 
two countries, has taken a deep interest in 
the present situation.

PLUMBERS FAIL 


MASTERS’ ASSOCIATION RATIFIES | 


NO AGREEMENT. 


Secret Conferences with Men Said to Be 
Informal, but Their Continuance Is 
Authorized — Brickmakers to Vote 

on Adoption of New Agreement with 
Employers—Money Distributed to 
Carpenters—School Officials Consid- 
ering Plan to Go on with Work.

The relations between the Master Plumb- 
ers’ association and the Journeymen Plumb- 
ers’ union were not changed last night when 
the meeting of the former organization ad- 
journed at a late hour. 
of a compromise was discussed, according to 
C. C. Brayer, President of the association, 
but from another source it was learned that 


the members approved the action of the oo m- 


mittee which has been holding secret confer- 
ences with representativgs of the plumbers’ 
union. The proposition to continue the nego- 
tlations was indorsed, it is said. | 

The publicity given the fact that ‘confer- 
ences had been taking place called out a 
large attendance of the master plumbers, 
and several of the leaders in the Building 
Contractors’ council were on hand. The lat- 
ter, among whom was John Griffiths of the 
Masons and Builders’ association, feared 
that a break would occur in the ranks of the 
master plumbers and urged the master 
plumbers to keep up the fight against the 
Building Trades council. 


Brayer Denies Negotiations. 
President Brayer denied that any au- 
thorized representatives of his association 
had been negotiating for a settlement with 


the journeymen plumbers. He declared that } 
his association was as loyal as ever to the 


Building Contractors’ council. 

We are not- seeking to enter into any 
agreement with the union regardless of the 
Building Trades council,“ sad President 
Brayer. “If any conferences have been 
held they were informal, such as might take 
place through the accidental meeting of 
members of the association and of the union. 
Of course, we would like a settlement, but 
not on any terms different from those laid 
down by the Buildings Contractors’ coun- 
ell.“ 

One of the master plumbers, who objected 
to the use of his name, said he was con- 
vineed that the meetings which have been 
taking place would produce results in a few 
days, which would have a strong influence 
on the labor situation. He intimated that 
another employers’ organization besides the 
Master Plumbers’ association was endeavor- 
ing, through its Arbitration committee, to 
effect an agreement with its union, and that 
the agreement was almost ready for sub- 
mission. 

The election of officers in the Bullding 
Trades council next Friday night is awaited 
with much interest by the contractors as 
well as the trades union members. The for- 
mer hope to gee a sweeping change made in 
the administration of the organization. 
President Carroll is said to be opposed by 2 
considerable element, and several candi- 
dates will be in the field. Secretary Davis 
is said to be slated for retirement. 


Brick Unions to Vote on Agreement. 

During the next two weeks the members 
of the brickmakers’ unions in Cook County 
will vote on the adoption of the new agree- 
ment with e brick manufacturers which 
the Arbitration committees, contrary to ex- 
pectation, have been unable to agree upon. 
An adjournment of the committee was taken 
during the day, when it was discovered that 
neither side was willing to relinquish its 
position on ‘the sympathetic strike and the 
employment of union brickmakers. In the 
meantime the old agreement will remain in 
force. 

Five thousand dollars ts being distributed 
by Secretary Neale among the members of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners affected by the lockout. The money 
was contributed by various organizations 
throughout the country and will go far to- 
ward relieving the men in distress. 

The State Board of Arbitration has been 
appealed to by the striking coremakers em- 
ployed by the Walburn-Swenson company of 
Chicago Heights.

He had not been seen since April by 
his mother, but she frequently heard from 
him through friends who happened to meet 
him on the streets. Arpp, it is said, had 
become deeply interested in the work of the

An employé of the Lincoln Park board yes- 
terday made the statement that the reason 
for the dismissal of Mrs. Annetta E. McCrea 
as landscape gardener was that she had been 
in the habit of giving to her friends plants 
and flowers belonging to the park, and that 
it was her custom to use the horse and car- 
riage belonging to the park in taking her 
friends out driving in the evening. He said 
that sometimes the rig was used till a late 
hour.

Wohn Bonin Takes Carbolic Acid 


SAVE A YACHTING PARRY.

James C. Fox and Party Driven 
Aground in the Breakers Near Mil- 
ler, Ind., and in Imminent Danger 
of Death When the Men on Shore 
Plunge In and Help Them Out— 


Boat’s Owner * from Exposure and 
Exertion. 


— 


The arrival of the sloop yacht Fox in the 
inner basin brought to Chicago yesterday 
morning the first news of the beaching of 
that craft and the narrow escape from death 
of its owner, James C. Fox, and three 
guests near Miller, Ind. Mr. Fox is now ill 
at his residence, 4 Hubbard place, as a re- 
sult of exposure. His companions, Joseph 
Rourke, George B. Simpkins, and Charles 
Rhefeldt, came through without injury, but 
declare that they owe their lives to the 
heroism of William H. Selleck, chief clerk 
of the freight department of the Rock Island 
railroad. 

The Fox, which formery was known as 
the Skate, is but twenty-six feet long on 
deck. It was taken to Michigan City last 
week by the four men on a short cruise, and 
left that city on Friday morning for the 
return trip. There was little wind and the 
yacht followed the shore in order to keep 
what breeze there was. About 11 o’clock 
the wind freshened and the yacht, then three 
miles east of Miller, Ind., was brought to 
anchor and the mainsail triple reefed. The 
jib was taken in and a storm staysail set, 
and then anchor was hoisted. By that time 
the sea had risen and breakers were rolling 
in over a long stretch of sandy beach. The 
sloop had hardly fallen off from the wind 
to gather headway when the tiller, which 
was in Mr. Fox's hand, was snapped short 
off at the rudderhead by a wave, and the 
yacht was left helpless. The anchor was in- 


stantly let go three-fourths of a mile off 


shore. 
In a Bad Position. 


“We were in a frightful position,“ said 
Mr. Fox. The sea grew heavier. We were, 
fortunately, in a deep place, but there were 
breakers ahead, astern, and on both sides of 
us. We held all right, though, until 6 o’clock 
in the evening, when the sea was something 
awful and the wind a gale from the north- 
east. Then the anchor chain parted andina 
minute we were in the breakers. The first 
sea after we struck washed all four of us 
off. Simpkins got entangled in the bobstay 


and hung on safely. I managed to get back 


on the boat and clung to it. The other two 
went floundering in the sea, dragged outward 
by the undertow. 

“At this moment W. H. Selleck and his 
son, Charles E. Selleck, who were watching 
from the shore, plunged in with a couple of 
fishermen and caught Rourke and Rhefeldt 
and got them ashore. I clung to the boat un- 
til it worked close in, when I got ashore with 
their help. The fishermen who lived near 
got us dry clothes and took care of us. The 
next morning we got the boat off. It was not 
injured, though it had had a terrific pound- 
ing.“ 


Charles Selleck’s Account of It. 


Charles E. Selleck, an attorney at 95 Wash- 
ington street, assisted his father in the 
rescue of the men from the wreck, which 
occurred near their summer residence. 

“We had been watching them, he said. 
The sea was so high that, though we were 
on the sand hill, we could not see the yacht 
when it was in the trough. It held mag- 
nificently, but when it broke loose we 
thought the men would drown. It was 
a hard struggle to get themin. The wreck 
is within a hundred yards of the remains 
of the Chiquita, which went ashore there 
and drowned all on board last fall. Wrecks 
at that point are numerous and usually ~- 
tended with loss of life. I built a bonfire 
for these men and in searching for wood 
caught hold of a board which proved to be 
the 14 of a coffin containing the skeleton of 
a vic 1 of some earlier disaster.“ 


Miss Haskell’s Will Is Probated, 


The will of Caroline E. Haskell, who died at 
Michigan City last April, leaving $46,000 worth 
of property to Oberlin College, has been proved 
and admitted to record in the Probate Court. 
The bequest consists of 230 shares of stock in 
the Third National Bank of Chicago, which failed 
about twenty years ago, but is now paying inter- 
est at about 10 per cent.

O'GRADY APPEARS IN JUDGE 
BRENTANO’S COURT. 


Faces Those Who Had Declared Him : 
Buried—Unrecognized by Even the 
Physician Charged with Having 
Written His Death Certificate—He 
Meets Niece and Speaks to Her 
Jurymen Are Being Chosen for 
Knights and Ladies of Security Trial

Brought to take the witness stand and 
assert the fact of his existence in the faces 


ot those who had declared him dead, Robert 


O’Grady made his appearance yesterday in 
Judge Brentano's court at the trial of for- 
mer officers of the Knights and Ladies of 
Security on a charge of getting money by 
false pretenses by substituting bodies for 
the person. O’Grady’s presence was unob- 
trusive and unnoticed by any of the defend- 
ants. In fact, none of them remembered 
him. Dr. Regent, who signed the certificate 
of death that consigned to a grave in Forest 
Home Cemetery the cadaver from Dunning 
known as Robert O'Grady,“ failed to recall 
the features of the man. 

Mrs. Nora O’Brien, who sat within ten 
feet of the old man, gazed at him who had 
risen as from the dead to confront her and 
betrayed by no sign or movement of the 
features that she remembered him. Mrs. 
Delia Mahoney failed to recognize the old 
man, and James O’Brien, who brought from 
Dunning the corpse that was to be interred 
under his name, glanced by him asif he were 
the most uninterested of the spectators. 


Recognized by His Niece. 


But one person recognized the old man— 
his niece, Margaret Sheehan. Annoyed by 
the stare of the crowds that have been at- 
tracted to the courtroom by the stories of the 
trial, Miss Sheehan has been keeping out of 
sight in the State’s Attorney’s office on the 
second floor. She met him in the street near 
the door of the Criminal Court. Face to face 
they came, Miss Sheehan with the startled 
look of one confronted with the risen dead, 
O’Grady with a quizzical smile. Doubtful of 
the feelings of the man whose bogus death 
and burial she had conspired in, the young 
woman looked at the old soldier silently. 
O'Grady spoke. 

Well,“ he said, “‘how are you, Mar-

Quite well, uncle,“ she said. The effort 
cost her much, the blood left her cheeks, and 
she trembled as witha chill. And how are 


you?” 

Me?!“ The old man failed to notice her 
outstretched hand. Me? Thanks. I'm

The old man shuffied into the building on his 
way to the courtroom.

UNCOVER HYDE PARK SALOONS. 


Police Declare Inability to Secure Evi- 
dence, as Drink Money Has Been 
Shut Off by Controller Kerfoot. 


Ten blind pigs have been located in 
Hyde Park and imperative orders have been 
given the police for their closing. The se- 
curing of evidence to bring this about is 
rendered difficult, the police say, by a recent 
order of Controller Kerfoot not to allow 
“drink money to the officers engaged in 
this work. Heretofore this expense was 
totaled $100 monthly, which Is, the Controller 
declares, far in excess of what it should be.

DAMAGE DONE BY HEAVY RAIN. 


Sidewalks and Yards Inundated—Gypsy 
Camp Overflowed and Horses Stam- 
peded—Fair Weather Predicted. 


The south and southwest portions of the 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thirty-first 
Wards suffered considerably from the storm 
yesterday. Sidewalks, roadways, and yards 
were inundated. At the two Gypsy camps, 
Forty-sixth street and Archer avenue and 
Forty-seventh street and Western avenue, 
the campers were driven out of their tents 
by the water, which overflowed the ground 
to a depth of nearly three feet.

Charges of Illegal Construc- 
tion React Against Build- 
ing Bureau Employes. 


£0 EXTEND THE INQUIRY. 


Merit Board to Check Up or 
Work of All Its Appointees 
in the Department.

{ROUBLE IS AN OLD ONE. 


The charge made by D. H. Barnes, chief 
building inspector, before the Civil Service 
commission that illegal construction of build: 
ings is universal in Chicago, is held to react 
upon the building inspecters. Permits fos 
buildings, it is sald in the office of the Bulld- 
ing Commissioner, have been issued only 
where the plans met the requirements of the 
ordinances. The counter charge is there 
made that faulty building has resulted only 
in cases in which the inspectors have per- 
mitted deviations from the plans as ap- 
proved. The charge will be referred to 
Mayor Harrison upon his return today. 

The investigation of the Civil Service com- 
mission will be confined to those employés 
of the Building department who are civil 
service appointees. Building Commissioner 
McAndrews is exempt and can be brought - 
i - examination only by order of the 

nefl. 

Former Building Commissioners stated 
yesterday that there had been ground in the 
past for such charges as are made by Mr. 
Barnes, and that the present investigation 
should include the entire department. For- 
mer Commissioner A. J. Toolen said that in 
his term of office he had employed detectives 
in an examination of the department and had 
found enough to form a basis for the charge. 
He alleged that Aldermanic influence was 
behind the inspectors in some cases. 


Says Inspectors Are to Blame. 

Commissioner McAndrews said he was de- 
pendent on the inspectors for enforcement 
of the ordinances, and that the plans might 
meet the requirements of the law when they ; 
left the department and be changed later so 
as to permit violations of the law through 
the connivance of the inspectors. The in- 
spectors in some cases used to be mem- 
bers of labor unions, and finally got 
into the City Hall. They have been termed 
an irresponsible body of men, of the class 
that seeks small political favors. : 

The non-performance of duty by inspect- 

ors in many instances is admitted, and the 
testimony before the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners has indicated cases in which their | 
position in city employment has been used 
to promote private inter . 
The Civil Service commission claims tts 
right to make an investigation of its ap- 
pointees in the departmeht, though this was 
disputed. 

It is not only our right.“ said President 
Lindblom, it is our duty. The procedure 
of the investigation will have to be outlined 
by the testimony which we are to receive in 
the hearing of the bribery charges against 
Chief Inspector Barnes, now pending.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Walker gave an opin- 
ion that the commission has a right to inves- 
tigate the conduct of its appointees in the de- 
partment. 

A. J. Toolen, chief inspector of the build- 
ing department under the first Harrison ad- 
ministration, said concerning the alleged 
irregularities in the department: ? 

I think the investigation should not stop 
with Mr. Barnes, but should take in those 
higher in authority. When I took charge 
of the office in 1898 I found evidence of many 
irregularities, and in order to get light upon 
them I employed a private detective. Con- 
siderable crookedness was unearthed, and 
ane inspector in the office lost his position as 
a result. He had taken a check for $100 
from a man for permitting the erection of 
a building on the Midway contrary to the 
ordinance. 

„We found also that Aldermen were prof- 
iting most from the evasions of the law, 
During my administration of the office we 
were hampered constantly by the Alder- 
manic pull.“ The inspectors really are 
small fry and cannot be greatly blamed for 
yielding to such influences.” 


Barnes Interested in Contracts. 


‘As far as our case is concerned,” said 
Francis Beidler, senior member of the lum- 
ber firm of Francis Beidler & Co. and one 
of the witnesses before the commission, “I 
cannot see that Mr. Barnes has been guilty 
of misconduct. He simply took our contract 
for roofing and we never paid him a dollar, 
aside from the amount due him for the work. 


ordinance, except technically, as the erection

Mr. Beidler admitted that he knew the 
Peerless Roofing company had a representa- 
tive in the Inspector's office and that the 
representative was Mr. Barnes.

I much disapprove of a public official being 
connected with a business of that kind, but 
the influence that might be brought to bear. 
was not exercised in this instance.“

It is generally expected in Cicero that this 
meeting of the Town board will direct Chief 
Alexander 8. Ross to get his assistants to- 
gether and proceed to break up the various 
forms of gambling and whisky selling at 
Hawthorne. This will be a revolution, so 
far as pool and liquor selling at the race 
tracks of Chicago is concerned. 

The. Board of Trustees of the Town of 
Cicero is to have a meeting this afternoon 
to consider what course it shall pursue in 
view of recent contentions of the racing au- 
thorities that Hawthorne ts not located with- 
in their jurisdiction. 


the Cicero people have nothing to do with the 
affairs of Hawthorne for the reason that 
there has been a petition, sufficiently signed,

NEW MYSTERY IN THE 
JOHN A. BARSANTI 
SHOOTING AFFAIR.

Post-Mortem Examination Discloses the 
Fact That Two Bullets Entered His 
Body — One 22, the Other 
Caliber. 


‘A new mystery has crept into the case of 
John A. Barsanti, who was shot by a robber 
in the El Dorado Saloon, 888 West Van Bu- 
ren street, early last Monday morning. At 
the post mortem examination at the County 
Hospital yesterday it was found that Bar- 
santi had been shot twice, once with a 22- 
caliber revolver and the second time With a 
32. The smaller bullet struck him in the 
left side and made a flesh wound. The other 
slug penetrated the liver, and caused death 
by internal bleeding. 

The police of the Desplaines Street and 
West Lake Street Stations now are seeking 
for a man who visited the saloon, and who 
possesses a S32-caliber revolver. Edward 
Dawson Black is under arrest now, having 
been identified by Barsanti six hours before 
his death. The victim said nothing about 
two men coming into the saloon, simply in- 
timating that Black shot him. Two shots 
were fired, however, one of which was said 
to have missed the mark. 

The police all along have believed that 
three men were concerned in the attempted 
robbery, although they thought only one 
entered the place. With the evidence fur- 
nished by the two bullets found in Barsantl's 
body the detectives.are working anew on 
the case. 


Police Station is searching for two men who 
are said to have been seen outside the saloon 
with Black before the shooting. He has a 
poor description to wörk upon, however, 
Black denies that he was near the saloon.

FIND MIN MEXICO 


W DISCOVER RUIN CON- 
TAINING 1,500 ROOMS. 
Only One Apartment Excavated, but 
Many Valuable Relics Are Uncov- 
ered—Fine Pottery, Gold Ornaments, 
a Turquoise, and Battleaxes Are 


Among the Articles Secured—All 
to Be Given to the Northwestern 
University. | | 


Santa Fe, N. M., July 24.—[{Special. }—Im- 
portant discoveries from which the North- 
western University at Evanston, III., will 
benefit have been made by a party of scien- 
tists which reached this city today. 

A building of 1.200 to 1,500 rooms, only one 
‘of which was excavated, was feund in 
Pajarsto Cafion. The structure is 560x450 
feet, and constructed entirely of carefully 
dressed stone. It is situated between Bland 
and Espanola and is only one of a large 
number of similar ruina, ' 

The structure was two or three stories 
high originally, but now only walls six to ten 
feet high remain standing. The upper story 
evidently was open to the sky, and upon 
this the dwellers of the building probably 
spent both night and day. 

Contents of the Room. 

But it is the finds in the room 9 by 12 that 
was excavated that are the most suggestive 
of the civilization of the ancient people. An 
old furnace or smelter was found, near which 


rust; also pieces of rich copper ore, as well 
as gold ornaments and a piece of beautiful 
turquols. Twenty-five pieces of pottery of 
great beauty and brilliancy of colors were 
in the room. They were heavy, fully one- 
quarter of an inch thick, and decorated in- 
side and out with unique designs showing 
some degree of uniformity. One of the de- 
signs represented the picture of three frame 
buildings, with a smokestack and smoke 
curling, out of it. Each communal building 
had a different set of designs for their pot- 
tery. Some woven cloth was found. It was 


web. 

Around the fireplace in the room which was 
excavated stood a dozen large pots, each 
with buffalo bones in them, showing that 
the inhabitants abandoned the room while 
preparing a meal. Near some of the smelter 
slag was found scorched corn, together with 
the bones of birds and other animals. Sev- 
eral baskets in the room were more beauti- 
ful than those woven by the Navajos of 
today, but they crumbled to dust when 
touched. Iron knives, stone battle axes, pol- 
ished stone reflectors, awls, several musical 
instruments, including fifes, were in evidence 
and well preserved. Many human bones 
were found in the regulation burial mounds.

There are hundreds of similar ruins in the 
twenty-five miles from Bland to Espanola. 
showing that in that district at one time 
lived more people than are in New Mexico 
today.

The Rev. Mad- 
den’s theory is that about 500 or 600 years 
ago the dwellers of that region who left their 
records in numerous hieroglyphic inscrip- 
tions had been driven out either by an earth- 
quake or by the invasion of a stronger race.

DEWEY NEVER SAID 80. 

A Filipino insurgent, named Alejandrino, 
has written a letter in which he gives an 
alleged conversation with Admiral Dewey 
at Hongkong shortly before he left for 
Manila. He says the Admiral was told 
the Filipinos would be allies of America 
if the war was carried on to give them 
their independence and that he replied 
through Lieutenant Brumby, who acted 
as interpreter, that— 

The American people, champions of liberty, will 
undertake this war with the humanitarian object 
of freeing from the Spanish yoke the peoples under 
it, and will give you independence and freedom, 
as we have proclaimed to the world at large. 

The Admiral is also quoted as saying: 

America is rich in every respect. She has ter- 
ritories sparsely inhabited. Besides, our constitu- 
tion prevents territorial expansion outside of 
America; therefore the Filipinos may be sure of 
their independence and not à bit of their land 
shall be taken from them. 

It was not necessary for Admiral Dewey 
to call this letter a “ tissue of falsehoods,” 
as he has done. 
would have so considered it, even had he 
refused to say a word on the subject. 
Those who are familiar with the circum- 
spect course of the Admiral while in com- 
mand in Asiatic waters will need no as- 
surance from him that he did not promise 
independence to the Filipinos. As he says, 
“I had no power to do so.” Furthermore, 
the remark put in the mouth of the Ad- 
miral to the effect that the constitution pre- 
vents tefritorial expansion outside of

surances that they were to be given their 
independence and that a failure to live 
up to such assurances—which would have 
been made without authority, had they 
been made—will be a great moral crime.”

But it is fair 
to ask why that company should not have 
a right to such entrance if this would mean 
reduced fares as indicated. The streets 
are supposed to belong to the people, and 
why should the latter be compelled to pay 
five or ten cents to ride distances which 
they might as well ride for three cents. 

If it be answered by the various other 
companies that it is only by collecting five- 
cent fares for short distances near the 
center of! the city that they can afford to 
carry passengers long distances for the 
same fare, the answer is that this proposi- 
tion has never been verified or even sub- 


Indeed, the whole question of fares is 


the fact that those heretofore and now 
charged have been and are exceedingly 
profitable. 

Whether the Chicago General company 
shall succeed in its cherished aim to se- 
cure, by condemnation proceedings or other- 
wise, the privilege of running its cars into

Chicago presents its compliments to its 
sister cities and desires to say that never 
since the big fire, nor before it, has it been 
able to boast of such good health as it is 
enjoying at present.

In the five years ending Dec. 31, 1895, the 
number of deaths in Chicago was 126,817; 
during the five years ending with Dec. 31, 
1899, the number was reduced to 117,581. 
This decrease is the more remarkable be- 
cause of the fact that during the last five 
years there have been large additions to the 
population of the city, and in the nature of 
things a corresponding increase in the num- 
ber of deaths might have been expected. 
Especially significant is the statement that 
the proportionate number of deaths among 
infants and children under 5 years of age 
has decreased during the last five years as 
compared with the similar period immedi- 
ately preceding it by no less than 25 per 
cent. ring 1890-1894 522 deaths out of 
every 1¢ were those of babies and small 
children. During 1895-1899 the number 
fell to 388 in each 1,000. A city that every 
year takes better care of its children need 
present no further proof of the intelligence 
and humanity of its citizens. ; 

A large part of the credit for this falling 
off in the death rate must be given to the 
steady improvement of sanitary conditions 
in Chicago. With the great drainage canal 
just completed, a further and even more 
striking improvement may be looked for- 
ward to in the next five years. Oredit is 
also duc to the Health department of the 
city, which has printed and circulated thou-

i OUGHT THE ORGAN TO 60% 

New York is seriously considering the 
question of banishing the hand organ, and 
if that city frowns upon the crude melodies 
of that instrument other cities will follow 
the example. The hand organ is looked 
upon as a rather doubtful blessing, and, 
while there are some people who are like 
George Eliot’s heroine, Maggie Tulliver, 
and think any barrel organ splendid, others 
dislike to have their reveries and their work 
interrupted by the floods of its tempestuous 


‘melodies. 


The trouble is that the organ grinder, 
like other citizens, has felt the spirit of 
the age, and ‘he believes that music, like 
merchandise, must be rushed. Consequent- 
ly he turns out Trévatore with the same 
rapidity that he bestows upon a “ two- 
step,” and he throws! as little feeling into 
“A Heart Bowed Down” as he does into. 
a “cakewalk.” One really may put ex- 


pression into the turning of an organ crank, 


and a vagabondish soul may find vent for 
its woes by this seemingly mechanical 
method. When cities were young and an 
organ grinder had more leisure the latter 
would pause before a doorstep and give one 
the whole of the Suwanee River before 
pausing to remind the listener that even 
harmony has its price. But now he will 
give one but a few feet of that famous 
stream before stopping to discover whether 
the whole course will be paid for, and fre- 
quently an illiberal lover of music will be 
left floundering in the middle of the river. 
It may not be necessary to do away with 
the hand organ altogether, but it is im- 
portant to remind the grinder that he must 
preserve a higher. standard of art. 


THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

The President notified Congress last De- 
cember that a modus vivendi for a pro- 
visional boundary line about the head of 
Lynn Canal in southeastern Alaska had 
been agreed on with the British govern- 
ment. The surveyors are now in the field 
marking out that provisional line. What they 
are doing does not meet with the approval 
of the Americans who have been develop- 
ing that strip of gold-bearing territory lying 
between what the United States contends 
is the proper boundary and the temporary 
line established under the modus vivendi. 
The Presidént is appealed to by the miners 
interested to “ act with the people and see 
that these posts are moved back,” so as to 
rescue from British control thousands 
of acres of rich mining ground.” He is 
asked if he has not said that he is “ not 
in favor of ceding one inch of public 
domain.” — 

These remonstrances against an agree- 
ment made nine months ago are made too 
late. If among the miners who are com- 
plaining there are any who went since last 
October into gold fields which have passed 
under British control, they have no’ just 
cause for complaint. Some of the points 
which were to determine the location of 
the provisional line were known then, and 


it was not difficult for a prospector who 


knew something of the lay of the land to 
tell for himself about where the line would 
run. 

However unsatisfactory the modus 
vivendi may be to some of the people in 
southeastern Alaska, they ought to con- 
sole themselves with the reflection that 
it is much more unsatisfactory to the Cana- 
dians. They gain, it is true, jurisdiction 
—pending the final settlement of the boun- 
dary question—over some gold-bearing 
lands which they will soon work out. They 
do not, however, reach any port or ‘tide 
water. All goods going (o Dawson City 
via Alaskan waters will have to pass over 
American territory and pay customs duties 
if not “ miners’ belongings.” The Cana- 
dian government would have conceded 
everything else had it been able to get a 
harbor on tide water. It has complained 
bitterly because it failed in that. 

It is the conviction of the American gov- 
ernment that the true boundary line runs 
where Americans have contended it ran 
ever since Alaska was purchased. That 
position will be adhered to in future nego- 
tiations. Nevertheless, it was the belief 
last year and is still that it is wise and 
proper to agree provisionally on a dividing 
line, even though it falls short of the true 
line. The agreement puts an end to dis- 
putes between Canadian and American 
miners and local authorities which migh 
have led to bloodshed. 


MPKINLEY TO KWANG HSU. 

There will be no unfriendly criticism 
of the temper or matter of the reply of 
the President to the request of the Chinese 
imperial government that he take the ini- 
tiative in bringing about a concert of the 
powers for the restoration of order and 
peace. The President says he has no doubt 
an amicable settlement of all questions 
rising out of recent troubles can be ar- 
rived at and that the friendly good offices 
of the American government will, with the 
assent of the other powers—they cannot be 
forced to accept mediation—be placed at 
the disposal of the Chinese government for 
that purpose, provided certain preliminary 


conditions are complied with. 


Those essential conditions are to give 
public assurance whether the foreign Minis- 
ters are alive and, if so, in what.condition; 
to put those Ministers in communication 
with their respective governments, and re- 
move all danger to their lives and liberty; 
and, finally, to place the imperial authorities 
in communication with the allied forces 


at Tien Tsin, so they may act together 
for the liberation of the legationers and the | 


restoration of order. The President as- 
sumes, as he has a right to, from the letter 
of the Emperor, that those who have dis- 
turbed order in China have not been en- 
couraged by imperial authority, but are in 
rebellion against it. 

If the Emperor can comply with the 
above conditions the United States gov- 
ernment will befriend him and seek to 
preserve the integrity of his dominions. 
But can he give truthful. assurance the 


foreign Ministers are still aliye? If they 


are, they have been more fortunate than 
many of the men sent to Pekin to pro- 
tect them. An appeal for relief has been 
received from Sir Claude Macdonald, the 
British Minister. It is dated July 4—

INCREASE IN PRICE OF ICE. 

The increase of 20 per cent in the price 
of ice to families and small consumers made 
by the Knickerbocker Ice company is not 
a step which will add to the popularity of 
that company. An increase of 20 per cent 
is, of course, by no means so serious a mat- 
ter as the great jump in ice prices which 
brought a storm howling about the head 
of the New York ice trust. The local in- 
crease, however, affects the class of people 
who are least able to bear it, and the plain 
and apparent reason for the increase is not 
one which will be popularly considered justi- 
fiable. 

So far the present summer has been un- 
uspally cool, and the demand for ice has 
consequently been less than would be nat- 
urally anticipated. In order to make up 
for the expected trade and profit lost in this 
way it appears that the Knickerbocker has 
determi to increase its profits by de- 
manding more money for the ice which is 
to be sold. At any rate, there is no claim 
made that the ice supply is running short or 
that any unusual or unexpected demand ex- 
ists. The conclusion seems therefore plain 
that the present advance is made for the 
sake of keping profits on a somewhat small- 
er amount of sales up to the figure which 
they would have reached if the season had 
been normal. 

The Knickerbocker Ice company is able 
to make this increase without fear of suc- 
cessful competition because of the fact that 
it practically controls the natural ice busi- 
ness in this city. The desire of the officers 
of the company to make large dividends for 
its stockholders is laudable, and it may seem 
to those officers, looking at the matter from 
a purely business standpoint, that the in- 
: crease is good policy. In view, however; of 
the criticism which the advance has already 
aroused, and which is likely to grow more 
emphatic, it seems doubtful whether in the 
long run the 20 per cent advance will not 
prove to be a mistaken and short-sighted 
stroke of business policy. It is wiser for a 
trust to placate the public than to irri- 
tate it. 2

FAMILY OF FOUR WOMEN LAW- 
YERS.—The most wonderful family of law- 
vers in the country lives in Milwaukoe. 
Thé head of the firm is Mrs. Kate Pier, 
widow of Colonel C. K. Pier, who. was for 
years a practicing lawyer at Fond du Lac, 
Wis. After his death the care of the estate 
was thrown on Mrs. Pier, who soon found 
how valuable a knowledge of the law would 
be to her. 
daughter, Miss Kate H. Pier, graduated 
from the Fond du Lac High School, and in 
the same year, 1804, mother and daughter 
graduated from the lat school of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin at Madison. In 1805 
the family removed to Milwaukee, and there 
a law office and a home were established at 
the same time. Miss Kate Pier went at once 
into general practice, while her mother 
devoted herself to office work. 

Largely through the efforts of Miss Pier 
the Wisconsin Legislature was persuaded to 


Miss Harriet Pier. 


s a bill. making it possible for women to 
hold the position of court commissioner. 
Shortly afterwards Mrs. Pier was appointed 
such a commissioner and had the distinction 
of Being the first woman in the country to 
hold such a place. 

The mother and older daughter did so well 
in the law that the two younger girls went 
in their turn to the University Law School 
at Madison and graduated several years ago. 
Then they came back to Milwaukee and be- 
came members of the firm. 

The four women have been admitted to 
practice in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Miss Kate wae the first to gain the 
honor. On motion of Senator Vilas her 
name was placed on the list in 1894, she being 
the twelfth woman to be so recognized.

Apropos of Lord Bute, I may mention that 
Highcliffe on the Solent, where the Prince of 
Wales has been staying with Mr. and Mrs. 
Cavendish Bentinck—the latter a Miss Liv- 
ingston of New York, and sister of Mrs. Og- 
den Mills of New York and Newport—for- 
merly belonged to the Marquesses of Bute, 
having been acquired by that Lord Bute who 
was the so execrated advisor of King George 
III.'s mother, the Princess of Wales, of the 
day—a peer who figures in history as the 
statesman mainly responsible for the trou- 
bles between England and her American col- 
onies which culminated in the war of inde- 
pendence and in the foundation of the United 
States. This particular Lord Bute built a 
mansion for himself-at Highcliffe. But he 
Was as poor a builder as he was a statesman, 
and before he died the entire portion of the 
cliff on which the castle was situated slipped 
into the sea. | 
His son, Lord Mount Stuart, built the pres- 
ent castle at some distance from the cliff. 
It is a Gothic edifice, a quaint combination of 
| Castle and abbey, being adorned with frag- 
ments brought from monastic ruins in Nor- 
mandy. A great deal of the tracery and 
carving is artistically fine, and there are 
splendid views from the fronf of the house 
and from the tower above it, while the entire 
castie is protected from the north wind by 
a large wood of fir trees.

Mr. Cavendish Bentinok is the son of the 
| late Rt. Hon. George Cavendish Bentinck, 
who was one of the pillars of the Tory party 
and himself a grandson of the third Duke of 
Portland. The present Mr. Cavendish Bent- 
| inek’s mother was for years one ot the most 
powerful and influential leaders of London 
society. By reason of her stately and com- 
manding person, by the imperious brusquerie 
of her manner, by the brillig of her cos- 
tumes, and by the prodigi * ty of 
jewelry with which she was wont to adorn 
herself; she used to go by the name of Bri- 
tahnlia. No party was complete unless 
graced by her, and wherever she went her 
figure, her voice, and her wit rose superior 
to everything around. There are hundreds 
ot people now prominent in English society 
who are indebted to her for their introduc- 
The sister of Mr. George Cavendish Bent- | 
mak is that erratic Lady Sykes, whose legal 
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centric husband, Sir Tatton Sykes, with the

Contrary to the widespread and general 
impression, the English House of Lords is 
in no sense of the word the hereditary cham- 
ber, as it is so frequently styled. It is not 
the fact of his birth that gives any legal title 
to a nobleman. to a seat in the House of 
Lords, but the summons of the sovereign, 
and no one who succeeds to a peerage can 
demand a place or a vote in the Upper House 
until summoned by the sovereign, It would, 
therefore, be far more correct to describe it 
as the chamber of the sovereign's delegates 
than that of hereditary legislators. 4 

My readers will understand from this that 
the inheritance of peerages does not ipso 
facto imply taking a seat in the House of 
Lords by the eldest son or legal heir to any 
member of the gilded chamber, but that by 
right of birth he is entitled to a summons 
from the sovereign to become a hereditary 
legislator, and the issuance of this sum- 
mons is not at all obligatory upon the ruler. 

The Queen can summon anybody that she 
pleases to sit in the House of Lords, and no 
one can dispute her right, whereas she can- 
not appoint a single individual to sit in the 
House of Commons, that being essentially 
the people's chamber. The sovereign may 
omit to summon a successor to a Dukedom, 
an Baridom, or a Marquisate without con- 
travening any requirement of the British 
constitution. 

I may state in conclusion, therefore, that 
when a peer renders himself guilty of any 
infraction of the law of the land, or other- 
wise misconducts himself previously to ac-. 
ceding to the title, it is entirely in the hands 
of the sovereign to refrain from summoning 
him to the Upper House to take his place 
among the hereditary legislators: ;

Reductions in municipal appropriations 
practically agreed upon yesterday by mem- 
bers of the Finance committee, in confer- 
ence with Controller Kerfoot, amount to 
$3,100,000. Of this total $1,600,000 is made up 
of reductions in departments that depend 
for their income on the tax levy, and the 


expenditures to be madé from the water 
fund. The estimates which the committee 
made indicate that the Mayor is to have his | 
way in the matter of reductions. 

If the estimates stand in their present 
form, five bridges will be dropped out of 
calculation by the city, work on the inter- 
cepting sewer will be discontinued, there 
will be no provision for addition to the police 
force, electric light extension will ge 
stopped, and the Small Parks commission } 
will be left with an appropriation just large 
enough to pay the salary of its secretary. 
Street cleaning will be one of the few de- 
partments of city work which will not be 
interrupted.

The reductions are based on a presupposed 
reduction of 25 per cent on valuations by 
the Board of Review, but the tax figures 
are still subject to change by that body. 

The Department of Public Works, which 
suffers most, will be affected chiefly in the 
matter of bridge building and the construc- 
tion of pumping stations. Work on the in- 
tercepting sewer also will be dropped, and 
no machinery will be installed in some of 
the pumping stations. 

Members of the committee had been in- 

ined to stand out against a reduction in 

e electric light extension, but the esti- 
mates as drawn up contemplate a standstill 
in that department. The reduction in the 
appropriation for small parks is not ex- 
pected to retard seriously the work of the 
commission, as that body was not expected 
to make purchases of sites this year, but 
to use its appropriation in laying a founda- 
tion for the work. ’ 

Reduction in the Police department was 
accomplished by discarding provisions for 
adding 100 men to the force and by a de- 
crease in miscellaneous items. The cut of 
$1,500,000 from the water fund is largely to 
take up outstanding certificates, besides re- 
ducing the work of the water pipe extension 
department. 

The estimates were presented by Con- 
troller Kerfoot and were agreed to by the 
committee, provided no means can be found 
to meet larger expenditures. Another con- 
ference will be held today. | 

Recommends Small Park Sites.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


War Over Eastern Differential Rates in 


_ Prospect—Coal Tariff to Be Cut— 


Indications point to a war between the Chi- 
cago-New York lines over the differential 
rate question. Not only do the differential 
lines propose to apply the differential rate on 
the Grand Army business in August, but they 
insist that the standard lines must charge 
excess fare on all trains making the time 
between Chicago and New York in less than 
twemy-eight hours. The standard lines are 
much exasperated over the demands of the 
differential lines and some of them threaten 
to knock out the differential rate system en- 
tirely and make as low rates as are made by 
any of the lines; 

The rate adopted by the Eastern roads for 
the G. A. R. encampment is only one cent a 
mile and the application of the differential 
on this business would make the rate 10 per 
cent less than the standard lines charge. 
Fresh trouble is caused by the demand of 
the differential lines that the standard lines 
are applying the excess fare rule from Chi- 
cago only and not on business from points 
west of Chicago. The standard lines assert 
that they cannot afford to charge excess 
fare on business originating west of Chicago, 
because excess fares are not charged on fast 
trains from Cincinnati, St. Louis, and other 
Western points, and they cannot compete 
with the lines running direct from those 
points to the Hast if they were to charge ex- 
cess fare on business via Chicago. : 


Seek to Get Goal Traffic. 


Many of the lake steamers and vessel 
which expected to reap a rich harvest this 
season in carrying ore from the iron dis- 
tricts to the rolling mills have gone into 
coal carrying owing to the dullness in that 
line of business, They have been taking coal 
from Buffalo and other Lake Erie ports to 
Chicago at low rates, and in consequence 
the railroad lines, which last year carried 
nearly all the coal, have been suffering. 
Much coal from the Eastern mines is now 
being shipped to Chicago and other Western | 
points. The railroad lines want a fair share 
of the business. With this end in view a 
proposition will be considered at a meeting 
of general traffic officials to be held here 
today to reduce the rate on coal from Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, and other

Wholesale Butter Dealers Say State and

Wholesale dealers in butter are demanding 
to know why the State law against the sub- 
stitution of oleomargarine for butter is not 
enforced. The Butter and Egg board met 
yesterday to discuss the situation. Prest- 
dent John W. Low. was authorized to name a 
committee of three to call upon Food Com- 
missioner A. H. Jones for an explanation, 
and will appoint the committee today. 


Two thousand Chicago grocers are said to 


be selling butterine or oleomargarine for 
butter. The federal law provides that imita- 
tion butter mast be marked plainly, and the 
State law, which became effective on July 1, 
requires that with each purchase the buyer 
must be verbally informed of the eharacter 
of the article. Neither statute is being en- 
forced, the wholesale butter men declare, 
and they accuse federal and State officers of 
willful failure to do their duty. 


One wholesale dealer stated that there are 


those who see a reason for the present condi- 
tion of affairs in the fact that William J. 
Moxley, a manufacturer of butterine, is a 
close friend of Congressman Lorimer, and 
that both are friends of Governor Tanner. 
The Illinois Dairy union has obtained a copy 
of a letter sent last fall to retail dealers in 
the northern district of Illinois by Mr. Mox- 
ley, assuring the dealers of protection to the 
2 of paying all fines and costs, and say- 
ng:

STOCKHOLDERS OF FIRST NATION: 
AL RATIFY PLAN. 


Take In Representatives of Union In- 
terests—Capital Increased to $5,000.- 
000 and New Officers Elected—Union 
Traction Stock Is Lower on Showing 


Made in Annual Report — Schoen- 


hofen Brewing Company to Be Con- 
werted to American Corporation. 


— 


Stockholders of the First National Bank 
ratified yesterday afternoon the plan for ab- 
sorption of the Union National. Out of a 
total of 30,000 outstanding shares 28,371 were 
cast in favor of the proposition. This is the 
largest vote that has ever been represented 
at a stockholders’ meeting. The resolution 
to increase the capital from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 was passed, and afterwards stock- 


holders voted to enlarge the Board of Direct- 


ors from eleven to fifteen. Four new di- 


rectors from the board of the Union National 


to represent the new interests were elected, 
as follows: W. L. Brown, John A. Spoor, 
John H. Barker, and D. Mark Cummings. 
A resolution was adopted then authorizing 
the use of $1,000,000 of the new stock for the 


purpose of acquiring the business of the 


Union National Bank. 

Following the stockholders’. meeting the 
directors met and passed a resolution that 
$1,000,000 of the new issue of stock be offered 
to the present shareholders at par pro rata 
according to their present holdings. The 
subscriptions are to be made and paid in on 
or before Aug. 18. It was also resolved that 
the other $1,000,000 of the increase be given 
for the business of the Union National Bank, 
whose stockholders are to take the stock be- 
fore Sept. 1, when the amalgamation becomes 
effective. 

D. R. Forgan, President of the Union Na- 
tional, was elected a director to fill the va- 
Cancy caused by the resignation of A. A.

Smith himself vehemently denies the 
charge and says he cannot understand why 
he was not given a trial. He yesterday said 
he was called before the Washington Park 
stewards and asked a few questions, but 
that when he inquired whether any charges 
had been made against him they merely re-

Ky., July 1— 
Twelve witnesses were introduced by the 
commonwealth in the trial of Caleb Powers 
today. Stx of them were residents of Frank- 
fort, who saw William Goebel when he fell 
after being shot by the assassins. 

The testimony of these witnesses, taken in 
connection with that of others who preceded 
them, has encouraged the defense. These 
witnesses do not all agree within a few feet 
of the exact spot where Goebel fell. These 
few feet may make a great deal of difference 
Im finding the verdict. 

Granted that the bullet found in the hack- 
berry tree was the fatal one, and that it 
came from the second window of the office 
| of the Secretary of State, then it must neces- 
sarily have passed over one spot of the 
pavement on which Goebel was standing. 
The testimony of witnesses placing him a 
foot or two to the right or left at the time 
of the shooting would, if established, make 
it plain that the shot could not have been 
fired from the window. 

Jury May See for Itself. 

If the case rests on this feature alone the 
result will be doubtful. Goebel may have 
staggered a foot or so one way or the other 
in falling, and the witnesses were from 100 
to 800 feet away. Still, the point raised is 
. important, and the suggestion has come 
from the commonwealth that the jury be. 
taken to Frankfort, there to inspect the 
surroundings and the positions occupied by 
the several witnesses at the time of the 
assassination. 

The commonwealth claims that before a 
week is out it will prove that the shot came 
| from Powers’ office. The witness by whom 
this and other important charges are to be 
proved is not known, but he is said to be 
| Henry B. Youtsey, who is indicted as a 
principal, and who, by the testimony already 
offered, provided the rifles and the steel 
bullets and was in Powers’ office when the 
shot was fired. 

Further evidence bearing on the secret 
orders to the militia in advance of the as- 
sassination is also to be heard. Subpoenas 
duces tecum were issued today for the pro- 
duction of the code or cipher telegrams sent 
from Frankfort previous to the assassina- 
tion. The key to this code was found among 
the military records by Assistant Adjutant 
General Murray when he took charge of the
